No more potent appeal could come 

to Christianity and the Churches to attempt to effect by Prayer and the exercise of 

Christian principles what material forces are unable to accomplish. As Sir Donald 

Maclean, who always speaks to the point, clearly stated, ** Spiritual forces alone can lift 

the League of Nations out of the rut into which it has at present fallen.”” We com- 
mend to thoughtful and prayerful consideration the addresses on another page. 

Our chronicle of the proceedings of this noteble meeting must be brief. First there 
was wet weather, a steady downpour, but an audience of anything like fifteen hundred 
people in the circumstances, having regard to the session of the Lambeth Conference, 
and the season of the year, was not an unworthy one. There was a strong platform, 
too. Supporting Lord Robert Cecil, in addition to the speakers, we noted Sir Alfred 
Spicer, ., Sir Andrew Wingate, K.C.1.E., Sir Walter x, Sir Alfred Pearce-Gould, 

.C.V.O., the Master of Kinnaird, Dr. Jowett, the Hon. Emily Kinnaird, C.B.E., Pre- 
bendary Webb-Peploe, Mr. Robert W. Dibdin, Mr. Albert A. Head, Mr. J. Kennedy 
Maclean, and other oe mag gg of the Churches, including Rev. C. Mollan-Williams 
(C.M.S.), Rev. J. Tolefree Parr, Rev. L. G. Buchanan (Vicar of Hull), Rev. W. Fuller 
Gooch, Rev. Dr. J. W. Ewing, Rev. John Wilson, M.B.E., Rev. F. C. Spurr, and Mr. 
G. Anthony King, who conducted a helpful “‘ Guided Intercession.” 

It was fitting, and a privilege, that the proceedings should be opened with Prayer by 
the Chaplain-General, Bishop Taylor-Smith, who took Lord Robert Cecil’s place in the 
chair when the latter was obliged to leave for important business in the House of Com- 
mions. . There was the influence, too, of some who would gladly have been present but for 
duties elsewhere—Viscount Grey of Falloden, President of the League of Nations’ Union, 
who sent a helpful message, as did the Bishop of London, Dr. H. A. L. Fisher (minister 
for Education), and Mr. Basil Mathews. The programme included two notable hymns, 
** Before Jehovah’s awful throne’’ and a new hymn, at least to some, but to be fcund in 
the C.M.S. Hymn-book, “‘ God is working His purpose out, as year succeeds to year.” 
The third verse of this hymn led the Genera! Secretary in his brief address to raise the 
question what those present in the meeting were going to do in response to the call to 
spiritual forces in the interests of Peace :-—

Romana Catholic Intolerance in Maltas-— 


As our readers know, the Alliance has been, and 
is, actively furthering the Gospel in Malta. We 
have excellent reports from our agents there, and 
we only regret we cannot print them in full. Per- 
secution abounds, but as the suffering abounds, 
so also do the consolations. We quote from a 
recent letter from Mr. Falzon :—- 

* It is a true joy to know that in spite of 
the hard and daily persecutions, in spite of 
the devil's craftiness to hinder and bring to 
naught our evangelistic work, the Word, never 
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Bishop of Malta, complaining of the new Constitu- 
tion for Malta, to which we referred in our last 
issue, and particularly of the special clause in the 
Constitution providing for full religious liberty 
on the Island of Malta. The agitation centres in 
the omission from the clause of a statement that 
“the religion of Malta is the Roman Catholic 
religion,” which is not an omission, for it can 
never have been the intention of the framers of 
the Constitution to include any such statement. 
The usual special pleading is evident in the letters, 
and agitation referred to, and we can only hope 
that the representatives of the Protestant Churches 
in Malta have their attention directed to the issue, 
particularly as we understand representations are 
being made on the subject to H.M. the King.
